cern, 


Ho busied himself for about five 


minutes in looking over eomo mail. 
Counsel on both sides informed 
Judge Biddlo that they had agreed 
upon a plan regarding the identifi- 
cation of tho entries in the mass of 
books, which would save consider- 
able timo. la pursuance of this all 
the books were brought into the 
court. 


A, L. Tabor, receiving toller of 


the tank, testified to the period of 
time in which he made entries in 
the bank's book, when, respectively, 
bookkeeper and receiving teller. 
He said he had known Cashier Hop- 
kins to make entries in tho receiv- 
ing teller's credit book, and that the 
cashier had made entries in other 
books.

MOLINEUX SCORES A POINT. 


Tlio Case Must lie Kwiubuiittert to tho 


tirnud Jury. 


WATKROOWS, N. Y , April 13.— 


Justice Pardon C. Williams last 
night handed down his decision in 
the motion macle to discharge the 
indictment against Roland Moli- 
neux, charged with sending poison 
to Harry Cornish, which caused tho 
death of Mrs. Adams in New York 
last December. 
Justice Williams 


dismisses the indictment on the 
ground that other than legal evi- 
dence was received and considered 
by tho grand jury, and directing 
that tho case be resubmitted to the 
grand jury now sitting, or to the 
next grand jury that shall sit in 
New York, 


Assistant District Attorney James 


W. Osborne, when informed of the 
grounds given by Judge Williams 
for his decision in the Molineux 
case said:

Tho German press this morning 
ivos yesterday's nsws calmly and 
nostly without comment. 


The Cologne Gttzatto remarks ; 
"Wo need not say that if the 
uilt of the manager of tho German 
ilantft'tiou is proven, Germany wiil 
vpprove of hi-j arrest and demand 
or bia punishment. We will not 
.efond tho behavior of a German 
.broad merely because ho is a Ger- 
man." 


Tho Cologne Ganette, also admits 


,hat Dr. Haofeal (the Gorman pres- 
dent of the municipal council of 
Apia) acted illegally in closing tho 
ihief justice's office and says : 


'The other two powers, we hope, 


will also note the illegal acts of their 
representatives.'' 


The Taghlatt calls tho arrest of 


,ho German manager of the planta- 
tion in which the ambuscade took 
place, "illegal," saying: 


"Our consul is the only competent 


judge." 


The Lokal Anaieger represses the 


opinion that; the affair shows tho 
need of prompt action by the com 
mission.

had boon in tho saloon two hours 
drinking with a youns; woman who 
gave her nama as Maggie Miller. 
When Spohr announced his inten- 
tion to close tho saloon Doyle re- 
fused to leave with his companion. 
An altorcation ensued acd iSpohr, 
hia wife and two men, who were in 
the place, attempted to put Doylo 
out. The lattor and hi^ companion 
retreated to tho 
rear door and 


started up a stairway. At the fourth 
step Doylo stopped, drew a pistol 
and cried : 


"Now come on out hero, all of 


you, and I will kill you all, one at a 
timo," 


Carey advanced towards him and 


as ho did so Doyle took deliberate 
aim at him and fired. Carey gave 
ono scream of ngony, clasped his 
hand to his left breast and with tho 
cry, "My God, 1 have been lulled," 
staggered from the pliico. 


Ho ran about seventy-five feet 


and dropped dead on tho sidewalk. 
Tho detective did not pause an in- 
stant, but fired two more shots, 
One of them wont through August 
Miller's hand. 
Tho other bullet 


crashed through tho doorway. 


Police officers who heard 
the 


shooting c.irne up and found Doyle 
hidden in fcipohr's apartments. 
He 


oarno out when summoned, 
but 


meanwhile ho had thrown away tho 
pistol and denied having done any 
shooting. 


Tho affray attracted a large crowd 


and the police had to hurry Doylo 
away to save him from summary 
vengeance.
